Bradley Predicts New! 


Levels Will Soon 
Reach Year Ago 


By HAROLD G. McCOY 


Cleveland, May 3.—April and 
May sales, despite a spotty first 
quarter, will bring sales of the 
automobile industry very close to 
the levels of 1926, Charles L. 
Bradiey, executive vice-president 
of the Unien Trust Company, pre- 
dicts. 

Bradley said he found a “real re- 
covery” during April from the slack 
conditions of the first two months 

At the same time Bradley pointed 
to the gradual evolution of industry, 
pointing to the automotive industry 
as example—where the volume pro- 
ducer is absorbing an increasing 
percentage of the total business 

sradicy'’s survey of genera! busi- 
ness and of the automotive trades 
was frankly optimistic. Although 
he found that production, with 
the exception of the iron and 
steel and the tire industry, was 
not yet up toe normal, he said 
production is in good volume and 
generally on the increase, with 
distribution and demand steady 
and stocks at new low points. 

Speaking particularly of the au- 
tomobile industry, Bradley said:— 

“The automobile industry, as 
usual, is a somewhat typical reflec- 
tion of the condition of general 
business—a few manufacturers are 


enjoying satisfactory activity while | 


others are disappointed in their 
estimate of the spring demand. 

“Taken as a whole to date the 
seasonal activity in the automobile 
industry is below the same period 
of last year, but the backward sea- 
son has had a great deal to do with 
this and it seems probable that April 
and May will bring the sales and 
output of this industry very close 
to the levels of 1926.” 
Going into details, 
tinued :- 

“The production of automobiles 
has continued to gain since the 
sharp curtailment in December. 
New models displayed at the auto- 
mobile shows have aided greatly 
in stimulating spring sales. The 
present output, however, is at a 
level substantially lower than one 
year before. The February output 
was 317,014 passenger cars and 
trucks for the United States and 
Canada, compared with 249,518 in 
January and 376,308 in February, 
1926. The increase over January 
was 27 per cent. The monthly 
production of passenger cars was 
275,156, compared with 208,718 in 
January, and the output of trucks 
was 41,858, compared with 40,800 
in January.”

Louisville, Ky., May 3.—The 





Louisville Automobile Dealers’ 
Association has adopted the 

Windsor plan, and is now publish- 
ing the list of prices weekly in the 
daily newspapers of the city. 

The plan was studied from every 
angle before being adopted, and 
while dealers realized that putting 
the plan in operation would mean 
considerable loss on their used car, 
stocks, its good features outweighed 
that angle and they were unani- 
mous in favoring adoption of the 
plan. 

Two price lists have been pub- 
lished to date. Unlike previous used 
car plans which have been pro- 
posed, but very few “bugs” have de- 
veloped in the Windsor plan. In- 
stances already reported to the as- 
sociation indicate that the plan is 
working nicely and has enabled 
dealers to close sales with less trou- 
ble than formerly, and has lowered 
allowances and increased used cal 
sales.

It is the con- 
sensus of opinion among Gardner 
dealers that the full effect of this 
will not be felt until the crops are 
harvested and sold, but that it is 
already being felt is evident from 
the steady calls for cars from Gard- 
ner dealers on the coast. 

“In this connection I might cite 
the case of our new distributing or- 
ganization for Southern Catifornia, 
the Sperl Mctor Company cf Los 
Angeles. The first order we re- 
ceived from this distributor called 
for shipment of a trainload of 
Gardner Eights-in-line.

Production Leaps 

ARCH registered a most encouraging step-up in auto- 

motive production. The total for the month of winds 
and weather was 341,665, compared with 260,000 in Febru- 
ary and 196,000 in January. After its temporary slackening, 
the automotive industry is gathering headway for its year’s 
effort. 

Pessimists will probably point to the fact that the total 
for March, 1927, is under that of the same month in 1926 
by some 40,000 motor vehicles, but even if this decrease were 
maintained during the whole year it would leave the 1927 
total production only about 500,000 units under the record 
production of 1926. This is approximately the figure that 
students of automotive development predicted for this year. 
It would place the total produetion of motor vehicles for 1927 
at somewhat over 4,000,000. While this is not a record, it is 
a mighty satisfactory year’s business. 

In some ways past performances have rather spoiled the 
automotive industry. Records have been broken in recent 
years with such monotonous regularity that we expect every 
year to show a new production high. We have got to get 
used to the fact that we can enjoy a mighty profitable year 
without having a broken record to boast about.

Maryland andI Delaware 


Settle Truck and 
Bus Problem 


By PAUL MAY 

Baltimore, Md., May 3.—After a 
year of disagreement on motor 
truck reciprocity between Mary- 
land and Delaware there is peace. 
Administrative officials of both 
states, meeting here in the office 
of Thomas H. Robinson, Maryland 
attorney general, drew up a plan 
whereby dissension and contro- 
versy over the question will end. 
Complete reciprocity for Mary- 
land and Delaware trucks was 
agreed on by the officials. 

Motor vehicles known as “come 
mon carriers” under the Public Ser-

The American Bosch Magneto 
Corporation was organized under 
the laws of the state of New York 
on January 9, 1919, and acquired 
the assets and property and as- 
sumed all the liabilities of the 
Bosch Magneto Company of New 
York. The latter company was 
originally formed by Robert 
Bosch in Stuttgart, Germany, in 
iss5. In 1906 the American irade 
had reached such large propor- 
tions, Bosch established a selling 
office in the United States or- 
ganized under a company called 
Robert Bosch, New York, Inc. 

In 1909 the American business 
had reached such a size. as to 
warrant manufacturing in this 
country and the property upon 
which the Springfield plant now 
stands was purchased. The new 
building was completed and placed 
into operation in 1912 and the 
name at this time was changed to 
the Bosch Magneto Company. 

On May 1, 1918, A. Mitchell 
Palmer, the alien property cus- 
todian, seized the entire capital 
stock and certain patent rights, 
all of which were sold on Decem- 
ber 7, 1918, to H. C. Griffith, act- 
ing as agent for Martin E. Kern, 
who subsequently sold the stock 
and all of the corporate rights, 
powers, assets, business and prop- 
erty of the Bosch Magneto Com- 
pany to the American Bosch Mag- 
neto Corporation. 

On January 10, 1919, the stock- 

holders of the Bosch Magneto 
Company ratified the sale of its 
assets and properties to the Amer- 
ican Bosch Magneto Corporation, 
and the latter assumed all the lia- 
bilities of the former. 
The company’s present business 
is the production of electrical ap- 
paratus for the use of automo- 
tive industries, and the manufac- 
ture of radio sets and equipment.

This is a question a lot of dealers would like to have 
answered. 


“And the purchaser of a new car 
needs little buying ability. He can 
get money value on any of a great 
variety of makes of cars. 

“But when it comes to used car 
transactions the purchaser of a new 
car turning in his old one as part 
payment is a much better salesman 
than the dealer is a buyer. Thus 
the dealer is caught with a lot of 
undesirable used cars that he finds 
it difficult to get rid of.” 

In matters of credit, the speaker 
urged the convention to distinguish 
between what is safe and what is 
sound. 

He pointed out that the finance 
company which accepts a note 
signed by a dealer, knowing that 
the purchaser of the car who first 
signed the note is a bad credit 
risk, is safe, because it has re- 
course on the dealer. But the 
practice is not sound and in the 
long run the company will feel it, 
Mr. Hanch declared. 

“T,ikewise,’” he continued, “the 
dealer who signs, without recourse, 
the note of a purchaser he knows 
is a bad credit risk and turns the 
note over to a finance company is 
also safe, but is committing an un- 
sound practice that eventually will 
turn to his disadvantage.” 

In time payments, Mr. Hanch em- 
phasized the rights of the public as 
represented in bank deposits. “It 
may be safe to sell a car on long 
time payments,” he said, “but it 
ties the money up for too long a 
period and is therefore unsound. 

“Figures prove this,” he concluded, 
“In transactions involving six esi 
monthly payments, the outstandings 
at the end of the six months period 
have been shown to be only 29 per 
cent. of the annual turnover. And 
finally, in piano and other deals 
involving twenty-four equal monthly 
payments, the outstandings are 104 
per cent. of the total turnover for 
the year.”

Hard to Sell British 
Motor Cars in Canada 





He found that while the registra-@+— 
tion of passenger and commercial 
cars in Canada totals approximately 
825,000, the number of British made 
cars of all makes probably does not 
exceed 1,500. 

“One of the most serious obstacles 
in the development of business for 
the English makers has been the un- 
certainty as to whether service will 
|be maintained for the life of the 

car,” he explained. 

| “The standard track of passenger 
‘cars of United States or Canadian 
|} manufacture is 56 inches and Eng- 
| Heh cars with 48-inch track are at 
a disadvantage, because of ice and 
snow ruts in the winter and mud 
ruts in the country roads in 
pring, summer and fall. No large 
volume of business can be developed 
for English cars unless they are of- 
fered with the left-hand drive.

The excise tax of 5 per cent. on cars 
of this class is remitted in the case 
of motor cars of British manufac- 
ture, but still applies on cars from 
the United States. Other motor 
vehicles of all kinds are dutiable at 
15 per cent. under the British pref- 
erential tariff and 27%% per cent. 
under the general tariff. This pref- 
erence, while of some advantage, is 
offset largely by the much higher 
packing cost which is necessary for 
shipments to be carried 3,000 miles.”
